Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen et al. ('603) as stated in the Office action dated April 9, 
2008. The amended features on the instant claims 1-5 have not changed the scopes of the claims. Therefore the reasons as stated in the 
Office action dated April 9, 2008 are applied properly herein. 

The applicant's arguments filed on June 24, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the contents of the dopants of Chen et al. (603) are much higher than the claimed dopant contents and the hard 
metal body of Chen et al. (603) comprises multiple layers, which are not present in the claimed hard metal substrate. In response, the 
examiner notes the hard metal body of Chen et al. (603) actually can be viewed as comprising a top layer of carbonitride phase as claimed 
in the instant claim 4 on a hard metal substrate consisting of tungsten carbide phase, a lesser amount of a binder mertal phase and a still 
lesser amount of a metal dopant as claimed. The metal dopant concentration of Chen et al. (603) is only high in the top layer, but much 
lower in the substrate (Fig. 1), which would be substantially identical to the metal dopant distribution in the claimed hard metal substrate 
after the application of the top layer of carbonitride. Therefore, the hard metal body of Chen et al. (603) renders the claimed hard metal 
substrate obvious to one of ordianry skill in the art.
